ness. 
His last 
visit was January 


27, when he unbosomed himself 
to 


Rice. 
According to Rice's statement, 


Burdick went into details concerning 
the troubles with his wife; told how 
her acqaintance with the Pennells be- 
gan; that both families attended social 
functions together, t^at at first he did 
not suspect anything wrong, but la- 
ter learned of the clandestine meet- 
ings between Mrs. Burdick and Pen- 
nell. 


Being confronted with the accusa- 


tions, he said, both confessed improp- 
er relations. He decided not to take 
action because both promised to do 
better. 
The promise was not 
kept 


and Burdick threatened divorce pro- 
ceedings. Both pleaded with him and 
on their renewal of a previous promise 
he let the matter rest. 
Still 
they 


continued to meet. 
Accompanied by 


detectives "Burdick said he found his 
wife and Pennell together: 
Then he 


determined upon a divorce. 
Pennell 


and the woman agreed not to contest 
the suit but to avoid notoriety would 
aid in securing the divorce. 


Had Detectives Follow Him. 
Instead of filing an answer, he said, 


they put detectives on his trail and 
these trumped

One of the female attendants heard the 
shot and opened the door and saw the 
general's figure stretched on the. iloor 
with blood gushing from a bullet wound 
in the head. The alarm was given and 
a physician was summoned, but he 
was found useless, 
death 
ensuing 
quickly. 


The British consul general later took 


charge of the body. 
MacDonald came 


here Friday from London on his way 
to Ceylon, where it is understood a 
court martial was to be held to inves- 
tigate the charges against him. Little 
was seen of hirn. 
He was, however, 


in the lobby this morning and it is 
believed he saw a newspaper contain- 
ing a resume of charges against him 
and his portrait in full uniform. 
He 


left the lobby and soon after shot 
himself. 


Better Dead. 


The tragic end oC "Fighting 
Mac" 


caused great surprise and deep sor- 
row in London. The nature of the" of- 
fenses with which he was charged are 
not generally known to the public, but- 
are common gossip in military circles 
and although in the army and among 
his highlander 
comrades 
especially 


there is keen grief, there is a feeling 
that it was "better to die thus than 
face dishonor." 
Macdonald was sep- 
arated from his wife many years ago, 
and had not lived with her since. 


MacDonald's great 
chance 
came 


when as sergeant during the Afghan 
campaign in 1879-80 with 
a 
small 


force, he, by a furious bayonet charge, 
cleared out a body of Afghans lying 
in ambush for Lord Roberts. For this 
feat Roberts offered him the choice of 
the Victoria cross or commission. Hia 
greatest military achievement 
was 


leading the black Soudanese brigade in 
the Omdurman campaign against the 
Khalifa. 


The newspapers here comment sym- 


pathetically on the inexpressibly 'pit- 
iful end of a brave man.
